controls, we have said time and 
time again . . . we are saying it 
now. that we will 
go along,” 
Meany said. “We will accept 
wage and price controls pro­ 
vided they are shared equally 
to cover all forms of income 
and . . . provided the sacrifice 
is

everybody 
con­ 
cerned.” 
Meany said the country has 
an “ inflationary psychology.’’

reason,” he said.

stockade conditions.

leged brutality at the stockade, 
unsanitary 
conditions, 
mess 
hall 
food 
and 
the 
shotgun 
death of a fellow inmate by a

The 
demonstrators 
were 
charged with mutiny and Lar­ 
sen ordered what turned out to 
be the longest court-martial In 
history at the time.

David Hackworth, only 40 years 
old, but one of the most un­ 
usual Gls in history, has advis­ 
ed the Department of Army of 
his intentions to retire after 25 
years of military service. 
He has also advised newsmen. 
Only not so formally as he has 
the Army. 


“I’M JUST DISGUSTED,” he 
admitted to wire service report­ 
ers in Vietnam the other day. 
He said the Army in Vietnam 
was led by ‘‘amateurs, these 
ticket-punchers, who run in for 
six months, a year, and don’t 
even know what the hell it’s all 
about.” Prior to his report he 
told another newsman, by mail, 
ticking off points, that: 
“We 
have blown it in Vietnam, Viet- 
namization is b.s., the Viets will 
not make it (after the United 
States leaves), and the war has 
split our nation.” 
This is more than just an­ 
other round of criticism of the 
U.S. effort in Vietnam. It is 
the vomited frustrations of the 
most quietly legendary veteran 
of the war. And it reflects the 
view of many more, less storied, 
Vietnam returnees. 


HACKWORTH, though virtual­ 
ly unknown to most Americans, 
is perhaps the most decorated 
active soldier in the world to­ 
day. Certainly he has won more 
citations for courage than any 
other warrior in recent Ameri­ 
can history. A serviceman since 
he was 14, he has won the fol­ 
lowing citations and decorations: 
Two 
Distinguished 
Service 
Crosses; 10 Silver Stars; three 
Legions of Merit; seven Bronze 
Stars; one Distinguished Flying 
Cross; 28 Air Medals; four Army 
Commendation Medals; 
eight 
Purple Hearts; two Good Con­ 
duct Medals; one Combat In­ 
fantry Badge; two National De­ 
fense Service Medals; one Mas­ 
ter and one Senior Parachutist 
Badge; one Korean Service Med­ 
al; one Vietnam Sendee Medal; 
one Republic of Vietnam Cam­ 
paign Medal; and, finally, two 
Valorous Unit Awards. 
The count is 75 altogether, at 
least 32 of them given for in­ 
trepidity in battle. Such as the 
time in Korea when he was so 
wounded fighting that he had to 
have another soldier level his 
rifle so he could fire. 
Or the 
time in Vietnam when, in order 
to reach a stranded band of 
Gls, he had to point a pistol at 
a reluctant helicopter pilot to 
make him land. Or the time, 
also 
in 
’Nam, 
he 
crawled 
through an enemy minefield to 
rescue 
a 
wounded 
comrade 
whom nobody else would help. 
The only high award for valor 
Hackworth hasn’t won is the 
Medal of Honor. And some be­ 
lieve he should get it now for 
giving the military a piece of 


his mind 
HACKWORTH’S GRIPES are 
not yet fully known. Friends say 
he plans to put a full explana­ 
tion in a book. Until then, only 
an outline of his reasoning can 
be printed, specifically on his ob­ 
jections to U.S. handling of the 
Vietnam war. 
From the early days of the 
conflict (Hackworth has served 
a total 34 months in Vietnam) 
the colonel has believed U. S. 
soldiers should “Our G the G” 
— out guerrilla the guerrilla. 
His idea of rice-paddy warfare 
is to wage it with finesse. To 
fight at night when possible, to 
use stealth, to live off the land. 
Even breathing, he says, can oe 
an art in the jungle: “Always 
whisper. Let the air out of 
your lungs, before you begin, that 
way you eliminate the rushing 
sound. 
Thus versed, Hackworth in 
Vietnam has been 
a 
winner 
while too many of his co-equals 
have just been present. And he 
has been at least as adept in 
the saving as the taking of lives. 
In one 16-hour operation in 1969 
(with the 4th Bn., 39th Inf., 9th 
Div. )he led his men in killing 
111 of the enemy, with no U.S. 
dead at all. 
Yet for all his successes in 
combat, and his convincing rhe­ 
toric on guerrilla war, few have 
listened to Hackworth, particu­ 
larly higher command. 
And 
after fighting the war so hard 
he was once taken from the field 
for his own safety — after his 
fourth wound the colonel has ap­ 
parently decided it’s no use ar­ 
guing. 


HIS DECISION, if carried out, 
will be a sad one for progres­ 


sive military leaders. Particu­ 
larly for many younger, very up­ 
beat officers, and for a wide 
range of frustrated Vietnam vet­ 
erans who agree with Hack- 
worth’s theories and convictions. 
Says one of Hackworth’s form­ 
er subordinates, still in the serv­ 
ice but also contemplating quit­ 
ting; “Hack believes if you fight 
a war, you have to do it right. 
So do I. So do a lot of other of­ 
ficers. 
But the old bastards 
who’ve run the show in Viet­ 
nam, the gentlemen who retire 
each evening to their verandas, 
have never lowered themselvs 
to accpting opinions from the 
people in the bush.” 
So Hackworth will leave. Who 
knows how many other Viet vets 
have preceded or will follow his 
action? Who knows what effect 
this frustrated reaction will have 
on the nation’s defenses? 
*‘I 
only know Hack is a hell of a 
m an,” says James Mukoyama, 
one of the colonel’s old captains, 
now a Chicago businessman: 


“ I REMEMBER when he took 
over the battalion in the Ninth 
Division. He was so tough some 
of his men pooled a $1,500 re­ 
ward for him, dead or alive. But 
when they saw him in action 
they changed their minds. 
If 
they were cut off, or under fire, 
or in need of help, he was al­ 
ways there. 
There 
was 
one 
time he landed his helicopter, 
in heavy fire, to evacuate some 
stranded men. One of the guys 
was so badly wounded he coutd 
hardly move. But when he saw 
Hackworth jump out of the cop­ 
ter, he insisted on rising up as 
much as he could — and saluting 
in thanks.”

This proposition is by its na­ 
ture unprovable, since there can 
be no replay of the war, the 
events surrounding it, or any 
other past history. 
But there is a deeper issue 
here. The presidency, in its pre­ 
sent swollen manifestation, is in 
part a creation of the American 
people -- including some of its 
critics. 
Most 
presidential 
scholars 
quickly say that Americans have 
made an enormous investment 
in their presidents. 
FOR DECADES, they have 


been hailing them as the sole 
agents of all the people, not be­ 
holden to a single state or dis­ 
trict. They have looked to them 
to rise above the bickering con­ 
gressional 
arena. 
They nave 
called upon presidents to lead, 
boldly. They have seen them as 
the only power-wielders able to 
act with the speed demanded in 
a swiftly changing time 
In this century of total war, of 
great depressions, of shattering 
and sometimes perilous surprise 
presidents Inevitably have tried 
to respond to the popular sum­ 
mons.

That’s 
what they did with it here in 
1923, when it took a truckload 
of old marks to buy an “echt 
frankfurter” and a little kraut. 
That was before the German 
money became entirely value­ 
less and they used it for fuel to 
keep out the damp

One currency specialist, 
Dr. 
Claus Noe, gives the U.S. dollar 
— which he now calls printing 
press money — about “four or 
five years” unless American la­ 
bor eases its pressure on price- 
hiking costs and “unthinking 
wage demands.” 
Note, please, Dr. Noe is a 
Social Democrat and a Cabinet 
level planner in Chancellor Willy 
Brandt’s Socialist-labor adminis­ 
tration. He is, in effect, saying 
to American unions what he has 
said to the powerful German un­ 
ions. 
DIFFERENCE IS - the Ger­ 
man unions, known as the DGB, 
listen. They are Socialist led, but 
they heed as well as listen. They 
have known the pain of jobless­ 
ness and lethal inflation. They 
want no more of it. They awoke 
one morning to find their sav­ 
ing accounts, 
their 
insurance 
policies, their pensions and pock­ 
et cash worthless and useless ex­ 
cept for burning — unless you 
like souvenirs in bulk 
They have the world’s largest 
union, the Metal Workers In­ 
dustrial Organization, but they 
listen. They turn out a product 
which gives the quality control 
departments no trouble. 
They 
don’t go in for the chain reac­ 
tion. knee jerk, stop-and-start 
strike techniques of British work 
ers — which prompted Henry 
Ford II to say that auto produc­ 
tion quality in West Germany 
was considerably superior to 
Fords produced in Britain. 
The last big strike here was 
run by Otto Brenner’s Metal 
Workers Union (I.G. Metal) — 
in 1963. It has been compara­ 
tively 
peaceful 
since. 
Union 


chiefs have identified with the 
public good and the nation’s wel­ 
fare. Thus, the kind of personal 
poverty welfare on which we 
pour out billions of dollars vir­ 
tually is unknown. The workers 
ship out goods here at so reason­ 
able a cost, so fine a product 
that 40 per cent of production 
is sold abroad. There are. act­ 
ually, no jobless. 
The unions listen. They do this 
through their national leaders at 
“Concerted Action” sessions As 
it was outlined to me by the 
Federal Minister for Labor and 
Social Affairs, Walter Arendt, 
himself a former chief of the 
German mine workers. 


WHEN SOME UNIONS 
are 
straining the economic tether, 
when prices appear edging up, 
when the index shows exports 
slipping just a bit, when infla­ 
tionary trouble looms ahead, 
there is a “Concerted Action” 
meeting called. To it come the 
leaders of the DGB, the officials 
of Germany’s 16 unions, the in­ 
dustrialists, sometimes the chan­ 
cellor and always, key federal 
cabinet officials. Their last hold- 
the-line emergency conference 
was held June 4 when all sides 
talked for nine hours with Min­ 
ister of Finance and Economics 
Karl Schiller. This was their 
21st parley. And they created a 
standing committee of labor and 
e m p 1 o yer representatives to 
keep a weather eye open for 
signs of economic storms result­ 
ing from the shakiness of the 
American dollar. 
There is a lot of jawboning. 
The government tries moral per­ 
suasion. The unions aren’t al­ 
ways happy. But they listen and 
heed. If they don’t, and they ap­ 
pear to be ready to go for 
broke — and there’s one in ev­ 
ery crowd at some given mo­ 
ment — the corporations are en­ 
couraged to stand up and say, 
okay, strike. Not often does a 
union take the challenge. 
If things appear to be getting 
out of hand — like a 4 to 4.5 
per cent inflationary rise — the 
government gets tough. 
And 
remember, please, this is a labor 
government. Its influential Min­ 
ister of Transport is George 
Leber, formerly head of the 
building and construction un­ 
ions. Not too long ago, like their 
American brethren, they went 
inflation-happy. Mr. Leber sim­ 
ply decided not to spend gov­ 
ernment money on road build­ 
ing. He cut the funds and in a 
few months there was bound to 
develop considerable unemploy­ 
ment. The building and construc­ 
tion unions’ rank and file sud­ 
denly got the cue. They became 
deflation-minded. 
■'Or when some union federa­ 
tion just stops listening or some 
“enterprise” shoots up prices, 
the government raises the cost 
of money. Foreigners therefore 
get few Deutsche Marks for the 


dollars, pounds or yen. You used 
to get four to the dollar Now 
a hackie will give you three 
and the hotel 3,5. It costs more 
to visit here or to buy here. 
So the visitors are fewer, the 
tourists are fewer and the for­ 
eign customers don’t buy so 
much. That deflates things. 


BUT THE UNIONS do listen. 
That’s why, for example, the 
price of Volkswagens abroad is 
such they sell like frankfurters. 
The prices of American cars — 
jacked up by a $10 billion in­ 
crease in wages and fringes dur­ 
ing the new United Auto Work­ 
ers 1970-1973 contract—are such 
that the U.S. now is importing 
about 110,000 foreign cars a 
month. This comes to 16 per 
cent of all sales in the U.S. or, 
about one out of every six new 
cars bought in our country is a 
foreign auto — Volkswagen, the 
Japanese Toyota, or the Swed­ 
ish Volvo, etc. 
And there’s the American steel 
crisis upcoming. German steel 
producers, union chiefs and fed­ 
eral economists do believe the 
United Steelworkers of America 
(AFL-CIO) are very unwise in­ 
deed but, say they, “that is your 
problem and our gain and we 
will boom as we did during your 
Korean tragedy.” 
They are saying U.S. steel is 
going to be priced out of the 
market. They say no industry 
can stand the kind of wage bill 
now being presented by the Am­ 
erican unions — not without 
raising prices. And they say this 
will inflate and inflate the dol­ 
lar into less and less value and 
force the U.S. government into 
printing more and more of it. 
They’re saying that with no gold 
standard, our wage price phe- 
omenon. 
exemplified 
by 
the 
steel crisis will put us on the 
“scrap standard.” 
All those dollars you saved 
over all those years will make 
the best looking scrap paper in 
town. You’ll have money to burn. 
That’s what they’re saying here. 
And they ought to know. They 
developed the world’s strongest 
currency. And they did it in 23 
years. 
The unions listen. They may 
not like it. But they do listen at 
those “Concerted Action” sum­ 
mit conferences. They strongly 
suggest we try it too.

establisment over the past four 
decades. Larger than ever today 
it has nearly the character of a 
new branch of government. 
This establishment is more 
than just an enlarged body of 
advisers. It is the prod to the 
immense, glacierlike federal bu­ 
reaucracy which is supposed to 
execute the will of president and 
Congress. It helps push 
Con­ 
gress itself. 


THE AMERICAN presidency, 
then, has gown not just in re­ 
sponse to popular demand, but 
in natural offset to the frustrat­ 
ing immobility of bigger and big­ 
ger government. 
The celebrated Pentagon pa­ 
pers underscore the flaws in this 
trend. The White House staff, in­ 
deed, the whole structure of 
“top advisers,” is a box within 
a box. It is screened from the 
direct wrath of voters. Its cru­ 
cial deliberations usually be­ 
come known widely only after 
they have already become part 
of past history. 
Obviously there is a dangerous 
remoteness in all this. Yet it is 
not at all clear that the key war- 
and-peace decisions of recent 
years would have been any 
wiser, if somehow Congress and 
the public had played a larger 
role. 
Some scholars of the presiden­ 
cy would argue, in fact, that — 
for all its evident growth — the 
power of the presidency is seri­ 
ously exaggerated. The argu­ 
ment is taken further, to the 
contention that some of the fet­ 
ters which limit the presidency 
are placed here by the very 
public which has wanted the 
White House to run the show. 


EVERY PRESIDENT 
has 
learned, 
sometimes painfully, 
that the public’s notions (wheth­ 
er rooted in reality or fancy) 
help define what he can do. 
When “balanced budgets” are 
the vogue, he can’t roam far 
from the idea. That problem 
plagued the late President Ken­ 
nedy. But times have changed. 
President Nixon, allegedly the 
fiscal 
conservative, 
can 
plot 
huge deficits in the name of 
“full employment.” 
Limited 
wars like those in Korea and 
Vietnam hobble the presidents 
who wage them. Unable to cry 
that survival is the issue, they 
must ask only small sacrifice 
and move by smalTsteps. 
Writes author Louis W. Koe­ 
nig in “The Chief Executive” : 
“The imagined presidency is 
vested in our minds with more 
power than the presidency real­ 
ly has.” 
The gulf between the imagined 
and the real presidency, he says, 
leads to “disappointment, frus­ 
tration, and attack.” That is the 
U.S. mood today.

Homeless After 


13-Mon th Trip 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (AP) 
— Seeking land and the simple 
life of their Amish ancestors, 
the Eli Gerber family set out 
by horse drawn wagon for Ar­ 
kansas in June 1970 in search 
of a New England homestead. 
Thirteen months later, their 
journey 
has 
brought 
them 
through this Pennsylvania col-! 
lege town; 
their spirits not 
dampened, 
their outlook not, 
changed by the modernization1 
around them. 
“ We want land,” said Ger­ 
ber. resting with his family be­ 
neath a large tree, “ not in an 
industrial area, for there the 
cost is too much. We would 
rather live with the poor people 
like ourselves for it is there we 
can do the most good.” 
Gerber, his wife and four 
children began their trip in 
Hardy, Ark., and wintered at a 
vacant farm in Ohio where they 
made clothes and stored food 
for the second leg of the trip. 
The family’s home on wheels, I 
handcrafted by Gerber before! 
the trip, contains a stove, food,! 
water and beds, Water for the 
horses is carried in large milk 
cans strapped to the side of the 
wagon. 
The Gerbers travel between 
2 0 and 25 miles per day, stop-! 
ping twice to rest the horses 
and to allow the children to 
play. 
The children, 
Jerimiah, 
8, 
Elizabeth, 6, Christian, 4, and 
Katie, 2, are tutored by their, 
mother along the way. 
Mrs. Gerber said the children 
don’t mind the continuous trav-| 
eling. 
“ They are very good,” she! 
said. “ They are quite resigned 
to their way of life, for they 
know no other.” 
In Arkansas, the family Jived 
on a commune with five other 
Amish 
families, 
but left 
in 
search of better land and less 
commercialization. 
Gerber said he doesn’t know 
if his traveling days will be 
over when he reaches New 
England. If the land isn’t to his 
liking, he said he would “ plan 
to get ahead of the cold front 
and head back to Arkansas.”
